| HUMORIST. 


Career of the Greatest 


American Funmaker. 


STRUGGLES IN EARLY a 


- His Work For the Press and on 


the Platform. 


! 
Distinctive Feature of His Humor—The 


Ludicrous Caricatures of McDougall, 
Services For the American Press Asso- 
elation—His Natrral Modesty—A False 
Accusstion—His Family. 


The loss of Bill Nye, the man who for 
years mado a great nation laugh, will be 
felt in millions of homes. To nine out of 
ten men the news of his death broughta 
senso of personal loss. He had made them 
smile when they had boen despondent. 
Who could be ungrateful for such a serv- 
ice? It is of little use to speculate on the 


extent of Nye’s fame. He was known 
wherever the English languago.is spoken 
and in some places where it is not. 

Bill Nye, the humorist, is rather an old 
story. Tosum lt all up and dismiss it 
shortly, be was the greatest funmaker that 
America has ever seen. But Edgar Wilson | 
Nye, the man, was known to comparative- | 
ly few. Those who formed their opinions 
of him from hearsay were mistaken often. 
There was a good.deal of the real man | 
about him. Tbe public thought of him | 
only as wearing the jester’s cap And bells, | 
and from experience with other genlitess |

himself he bas said little about in any of 
his writings. Doubtless there was a rea-

son for this and probably a good one. Per- 
haps it was rather a bard sort of a life on 
the new Wisconsin farm, and without 
doubt Edgar Wilson had to take his share 
of the rough knocks and the hard work. 
Perhaps he cherished a feeling that his lot | 
might have been lightened a little, but 1f he | 
did he never expressed it. 

He has been frank enough about the 
other periods in his life when his prospects 
were even gloomier than when be was on 
the farm. These conditions were of bis 
own making, however, and when he wrote 
of them be hart no one's feelings but his 
own. He has told oe H EER law and 
jpade a failure of it. 9 nd of his lteaoh- 

ng experience, lions of readers 
bave laughed at Le they probably con- 
sidered his quaint Inventions, But there 
was more of truth than fiction in iç all. 
Ho did drag out a weary existence for sev- 
eral months in the law office of Jenkins & 
Jenkins at Chippewa Falls, Wis., making 
a desperate attempt to remember some of 
the dry passages in the dusty volumes of 
Kent and Blackstone that were put nt his 
disposal. It was probably a bitter experi- 
ence when be had to give it up and admit 
that he ‘could never become a lawyer, as 
his father had wished. Yet when he came 
to write about it he says about those 
dreary books: 

“T could read the same passage today 

that I read yesterday, and |t would seem 
rs bright and fresh at the second reading 
as it did ai the first. On the following 
day Icould read it again, and it would 
seem just as new and mysterious as it did 
on the preceding days.” 
. His first experience as a newspaper writ- 
er in Laramie, Wy., whither he had drift- 
ed from Wisconsin, were far from pleas- 
ant, yot about them he has written some 
of his brightest articles. It was a long 
time before he discovered that he could 
write humorously. He believed it only 
after ho had bcen told so thousands of 
times. 

Nye had much time on his hands and 
wrote a weekly letter to the Cheyenne Sun, 
for which he wus paid at the rate of Sia 
column. Jn one of his humorous autobl- 
ographical sketches Nyo says that the sum 
received from his nawenanor work nmount- 


were ready to believe him chpahle of all | - 


sorts of eocentrio freaks and to be an un- 
comfortable personality. But there were 
very few eccentricities about Nye. He was 
a genial, whole souled, honest, democratic 


| sort of a man, who only differed from oth- 


ers of bis kind in that be could always see 
the humorous side of a thing and hada 
penchant for expressing his fun in a way 
that waa irresistible to those with any 
sense of humor. 

Most of Bill Nye’s readers think they 
know very little about what his real life 
had been, but as a matter of fact they have 
read a sort of running history of all his 
goings and comings and of many of the 
incidents which relieved the monotony of 
existence for him. The adventures and 
haroenings which he wrote about and 
wh.ch most people thought had their ex- 
istence only in his imagination were based 
largely on facta, Of course he added a 
quaint exaggeration in the telling, but the 
foundations of bis funny talos were actual 
occurrences. Perhaps the very fact that 
he wrote with suoh ffankness misled bis 


readers, 

Take, for instance, the story that ho 
once wrote for an Interviewer who wanted 
some biographical facts about the great 
humorist. It began as follows: 

“Edgar Wilson Nye was born in Maine 
in 1850, Aug. 26, but at 2 years of age he 
took his parents by the hand, and telling 
them that Piscataquis county was no place 
for them he boldly struck out for'St. Croix 
county, Wis., where the hardy young plo- 
neer soon made for bis parents a home.'' 

There is just as much truth about this 
as you would expect if it had not been 
given a humorous turn. He was born in 
Maine, and his parents did remove to Wis- 
consin when he was 9 years old.

the place as truly ss if it had been a seri- 
ous attempt. Ho says of it: 

‘My birthplace consisted of a small 
hamiet called Shirley, Me., now a station 
on the Bangor and Moosehead railroad, 
but at that time a happy and peaceful 
nelghborbood clustering about a red saw- 
mill in the ml of a rich belt of white 
birch and gum arablo trees. Fow wouid 
have selected this as a birthplace perhaps, 
but I have never lad causo.to regret it.” 


nin Laramie who had much 
ecoroner. He was behind his 
of the time. The oemetery 


was about the only growing thing in 
town.” 

Outside of the exaggeration this isa 
faithful story of Nye’s life in Laramie in 
the early days of the town. He became 
popular, however, with the mixed popula- 
tion. Nobody could help liking Nye. 
They made him a justice of the peace. 
There was no salary attached to the office, | 
but an occasional fee helped out his meager | | 
stipend as a writer on The Sentinel. Even 
Nye, with all his bubbling humor, could 
write of that period always in a humorous 
veln. Hero is an instance: 

"It was really pathetic to see the poor 
little miserable booth where I sat and 
walted with numb fingers for business, 
for while I was called Judge Nye and fre- 
quently mentioned in the papers with 
great considerstion I was out of coal half 
the time and once could not mall my let- 
ters for three weeks because I did not bave 
the necessary postage. Of course I could 
have borrowed the money, but I had and 
still have & foolish horrorof borrowing 
| money. Idid not mind running an ac- 
count, but I hated to borrow.'' 

His appointment as postmaster followod, 
and his letter of resignation to the post- 
master general, in which he told that offi- 
cial that he would find the koy under tho 
mat outside the front door, is one of the 
most unique documents of the many that 
are treasured in:Washington. Nye wrote 
a book about his experiences as editor of 
The Boomerang. He started the paper in 
Laramie and named ft after a pet mule. 
He got hardly ehough out of it to keep 
him from starving, but discerning ex- 
change editors clipped out the witticisms 
with which the sheet bristled and spread 
his fame far and wide. Soon he began to 
get offers from editors of big papers in ' 
various cities, but he steadily refused to 
give up The Boomerang. At last there 
came ono from the New York World. The 
editor offered him $150 a week. 

This seemed to Nye likean offer for him 
to go Into a mint and belp himself. One 
hundred and fifty dollars a week! Why, he 
had hardly had that much money all nt 
one time in bis life. Still he hesitated. He 
had not confidence in himself and might 
have refused had not he been persuaded 
by John A. Cockerill, who was then man- 
aging cditor of The World. 

“Ibad to uso a great deal of persua- 
sion,’ said Cockerill in speaking of it aft- 
erward, to get him to take up his abode 
in New York and become a regular mem- 
ber of The World staff. He was afraid of 
the big city. He thought that his homely 
humor would not be appreciated here, and 
that he would lose his touch with things 
rural. I convinced him that the metropo- 
lis was made upof country born men, and 
that our active, potential citizens loved 
the smell of dog fonnel, the hum of the 
beo and the swoet Incense of the haymow 
on wet days. It was only when satisfied 
that there was a great deal of human na-

ed*o nearly §60 a year and so dwarfed his 

rns from his law practice that hedo- 
cided to take up newspaper work and ap- 
plied for a chance on the Laramie Sentinel 
Tho editor of this paper was glad to get an 
assistant, even if be was inexperienced, © 
and Nyo was installed. 

It was in The Sentinel that Nye's quaint 
humor first showed itself, and he was soon 
editor in chief. ''The salary was small, 
but tho latitude was great, and I was pcr- 
mitted to write anything that I thought 
‘would please the people, whether it was 
news or not. By and by I had won covery 
heart by my patient poverty and my de- 
lightful parsimony with regard to facts. 
With a heotio imagination and an order on 
a restaurant which advertised in tho pa- 
per I scarcely cared through the livelong 
day whether school kept or not.” 

“When I first commenced humorous 
writing at Laramie,’ be once wrote, ''the 
town was quite dead. It was also quite 
deadly. Laramie was one of those towns 
that are always about to be blessed. Somo- 
body discovered a rich mine out there. A 
city of 2,000 inhabitants sprang up liko a 
mushroom.

come at all, and even then he pitched his 
tent down on Staten Island, where he could 
romp with his children and keep a cow."’ 

Nye gradually gained confidence in him- 
self, but be never grew to like the city. 
Even after he had been for years on the 
lecture platform and had visited almost 
every city, and town in the land he had his 
home 1n the country, where he could wear 
old clothes when he chose to, and where 
there were neighbors who were glad to 
know bim and chat with him. His set- 
tling on a farm near Asheville, N. C., was 
nota mere whim. In the first place, he 
thought it was better for abe bealth of his 
shildren, and, in the next place, he liked it 
himself. Besides this, his farming experi- 
ments, although a failure in an agricultur- 
al sense, furnished him with a nover failing 
supply of material for hia regular articles 
and for his lectures. He made a serious 
attempt to make farming pay, too, in the 
regular way, but it was a failure. At 
each failure, however, he laughed, and the 
world laughed with him. 

That was the great distinctive feature 
about Nye's bumor. He seldom made fun 
at the expense of any one else. He himself 
was the butt of most of his jokes. The 
fact that he never protested against the 
ludicrous caricatures which McDougall 
made of him to illustrate his own articles 
proves that he bad not the least spark &P 
vanity in his make up. Nye never cared 
much about his personal appearance. He 
wore clothes simply to cover him, he said, 


' and it was true. On the lecture platform 


he sometimes presented a ludic-ous ap- | 
pearance in his ill fitting attire, but he : 
never appeared to realizo it. It is sald that 
Mrs. Nye used to protest sometimes against 
the McDougall pictures, but she could 
never get ber husband to have them 
changed. He regarded them asa sort of 
trademark. 

Some persons might think that Nye was 
a peculiarly unfortunate man. It isa fact 
that he was the victim of many misfor- 
tunes. Soon after he began to make mon- 
ey by his writings he was afflicted with 
spinal meningitis, which was epidemic at 
the time. He bad but just recovered and 
bad gone to Wisconsin, where he was visit- 
ing his brother, when he was caught out 
ina cyclone and almost killed. About 
both misfortunes he wrote in such a hu- 
morous manner that those who did not 
know him personally think to this day 
that he was merely romancing. The inci- 
Gents wefe serjous realities, however. He 
used to explain bis lack of hair by saying 
that the spinal meningitis loosened the 
roots, and that when the cyclone came 
along his hair was blown off with the leaves. 
On another occasion he seriously assured 
an inquirer that the reason for his bald- 
ness was that his head grew faster than 
his hair. Then be was confined to a hos- 
pital fora long time with kidney trouble 
and was shipwrecked about a year ago in 
the Bermudas. Both incidents served as 
topics for humorous articles. 

If Nye had been unsuccessful in his early 
ventures, he mado up for it after be reach- 
ed New York. His salary on The World 
Was ahlie œo hnt when. after having boen 
connected with that publication for sev. 
eral years, be left to enter the employ of 
the American Press Association it was 
after a contract had been signed by which 
he was to receive a still larger salary. e 
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ever accomplished such a sustained task. | 
Mark Twain once attempted to furnish a | 
monthly~article—that was 25 years ago, | 
when he was working on The Galaxy 
Magazine—but he broke down under the 
strain and had to give it up. 

Nye's experience on the lecture platform 
was not always pleasant. He never con- 
quered his natural modesty and never 
faced an audience without some twinges 
of stage fright. One of his most recent 
experiences was his most painful. It hap- 
pened only a couple of months ago. He 
was accused, and falsely accused, of be- 
ing intoxicated while on the platform at 
Paterson, N. J. A New York newspaper 
was lurgely responsible for the circulation 
of the report. What the motive was It is 
hard to guess. I learned the truth about 
this the other day from Major O. J. Smith, 
who, as Nye's employer, was on the most 
intimate and friendly terms with him. It 
was soon after the news of Nye's last ill- 
ness had been announced. Major Smith 
spoke in feeling terms of the stricken hu- 
morist, whom he held in high esteem. 

“I saw Mr. Nye," sald Major Smith, *'a 
day ortwo after the Paterson incident. 
I asked him to tell me all about it, and he 
did. He told me on his word of honor ‘iat 
there was not a particle of truth in the 
statement that he had been intoxicated, 
but he said ho was very ill tho night of his 
appearance there. It seems that hls lecture 
was delivered in a church. The steps lead- 


| ing up into the pulpit were narrow and, I 


think he said, winding. At any rato, they 


, Were strange to him, and in going up he 


stumbled. That would have been a nat- 
ural mishap, for Nye, you know, is very 
nearsighted. This disconcerted him, and 
he did not appear natural. Then some one 
started the rumor that be was drunk. 
There were hisses, and Nye, whose sensl- 
tive nature had received n severe shock, 
left the platform. That, I am positive, 
was tho wholo truth of the matter. I 
urged him to let mo make an explanation, 
but he said that it would be pene to let the 
matter drop.'' 

In response toa question as to what he 
thought of Nye personally Major Smith 
sald: . 3 

"Nye was an exceedingly genuine man. 
He was honest, sincere and lovable. He 
was a most congenial and entertaining 
companion. He loved his family and the 
country. In his business dealings he was 
always reasonable, fair and honest. As 
for hia humor, it fairly bubbled out of 
him. It was all so natural too. He Was 
not always straining to say something

fanny, but when he did perpetrate a joke 
it seemed as if he couldn't help doing it. 
I seldom received a letter from bim that 
did not contaln something that was prao- 
tically Irresistible." 

“Would you call bim a genius?" 

"I certainly should. His humor was 
born in him. He was one of the groat- 
est of American humorists. I think that 
be was just about at the zenith of his 
power. He was not written out, but his 
humor seemed to be fresh and up to date. 
It came so easily and naturally from his 
pen that the laughs it produced were gen- 
uine and hearty laughs. Yes, Nye was the 
greatest humorist of the age.” 

It is likely that time will bring with it 
a general indorsement of this opinion. 

The location of Nye in North Carolina 
and his various articles describing his 
home and his neighbors there did much to 
advertise Asheville and perhaps started the 
boom which has since been so beneficial to 
the locality. The humorist gave his hand- 
some villa the name of Buck Shoals, and 
although he often referred to his ‘‘upright 
farm" his land there consists of a very 
pretty estate overlooking the French 
Broad, across the valley of which young 
George Vanderbilt erected his beautiful 
palace— Neighbor Vanderbilt," Nye used 
to call him. 

So well is the naine of Bill Nye known 
today that it is hard to realize that almost 
his entire reputation was made during the 
past decade. He was not a voluminous 
writer, but be wrote with much care and 
kept himself thoroughly in touch with his 

ublic. Some of his stories which he pub- 
ed in book form were *‘Bill Nye and 
the Boomerang," issued in 1881; ''The 
Forty Liars," in 1883; ''Baled Hay,” in 
1884; ‘Bill Nye's Blossom Rock,” in 
1885; “‘ Remarks,'' in 1880. 

His first appearance asa playwright was 
in 1891, when "Theo Cadi” was produced 
at tbe Union Square theater, New York: 
His latest effort in this lino was the “Stag 
Party," in which he collaborated with 
Paul Potter. 

During the past dozen years Mr. Nyo 
worked incessantly, not only as a writer, 
but as a lecturer, and although he was 
during a great part of that time under the 
doctor’s care no one who read his weekly 
screed or heard him speak from the plat- 
form would have dreamed that he was in 
reality a sick and suffering man. In one 
year his earnings from the two sources 
named amounted to $40,000, and there are 
very fow writers living whose work com- 
mands as high a price as his did. It was 
to tbatlong perlod of severe work and 
continual travel that bis death is directly 
dae, and it is consoling to his friends and 
encouraging to the leas fortunate members 
of his profession to know that he suc- 
ceeded in amassing a comfortable fortune. 

The family left by the h ist consists 
of Mrs. Nye sod four bright, pretty chil- 
dren, two boys and two girls. Mrs. Nye 
was a western girl and she married her 
husband when he was in the depths of 
poverty. In a burlesque autobiographical 
Bketch which he once wrote he sald of him- 
self: 

"Ho is the father of several beautiful 
children by his first wife, who is still liv- 


‘ing. Sbe isa Chicago girl and loves her 


husband far more than he deserves."

It was my privilege to see ten of 
cathedrals of Englund, and situated, as 
some of them are, in small towns, one 
comes on visiting them to know more 
of the life of the people than the tourist 
can attain who flies from one great city to 
another, says a writer in the Springfield 
Republican. Each traveler will have 
his favorite among: them, and all have 
their excellences and defects. 

Some of them are partially spoiled 
by the smoke of the town, and any res- 
toration ought to be welcome that will 
clean it off. Such is the case with 
York and Lincoln and tó a greater ex- 
tent with Peterborough, whose magnifl- 
cent facade, or, rather, architect's con- 
ception of it, is best appreciuted by the 
study of a photograph. As the English 
are not inclined to the apotheosis of 
dirt, they have in many cases removed 
the disgrace in recent years, and Peter- 
borough itself is now made glorions 
within in all the marvelous beauty of 
its cream white stone When these 
buildings are not in smoky towns, the 
atmosphere, after the lapse of ages, has 
sometimes heightened the architectural 
effect, so that Ely grows old gracefully 
and Salisbury even beautifully. Salis- 
bury and Canterbury seem well nigh 
perfect. In Durham the marble columns 
are marred by a puerile fluting. The 
towers of York are not all finished. The 
wonderful central tower of Lincoln has 
lost its pinnacles. The great facade of 
Peterborough is out'of proportion to the 
building. The external effect of Ely is 
too much like a fortress. The spires of 
Litehfield are not mates in color and are 
tomewhat,rnate, but upon Canterbury 
and Salisbury the eye rests content. And 
yet he is little to be envied who would 

not find intoxicating joy in every one of 
these, so great are they, and in their 
varied power so lifting the beholder 
above and beyond all incidental defects, 
and it is quite to tbe credit of the young 
woman from Springfield who is said to 
have burst into tears at the eight of 
Westminster abbey.

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NEW BOOKS. 

Prof John P. Gordy who holds tbe 
chair of Pedagogy in the University of 
Ohio, has jast contributed to the world's 
fard a work entitled “A History of the 
Political parties in the United States,” 
which has received very tayorable no- 
lice from critics. The work covers very 
thoroughly the period of our history 
beginning with the adoption of the Ar- 
ticles of Congederation, in 1781 and end- 
ing with the close of Jefferson's admin- 
istration in 1809 

The object of the bistorian is to show 
the natare of the compact between the 
states, under the federation and the out- 
growth therefrom of our constitution. 
Mr. Gordy is of the opinion that, defect- 
ive as that compact was, it would have 
become the fandamenta! law of the land 
had it not contained one glaring detect, 
the lack of provisions for raising a reve- 
nue for the maintenance of the govern- 
ment. It wss upon this issue, and the 
nature of the compact to be formed 
that the Federal and Anti Federal par- 
ties were formed, the former led by Al- 
exander Hamilton, the latter by Thos. 
Jefferson; and incidentally the establish- 
ment of the National Bank of the early 
days of the repoblic and the issuing of 
paper currency.

The Poultry Yard. 

Eggs of a uniform age hatch at a uni- 
form time. 

The best time to set eggs is the very 
day they are laid. 

For laying bens care and close quarters 
will beat neglect and a ten-acrerun every 
time, 

The heavy sitters should have shaliow 
nest boxes and rstber flat nests, otber- 
wise there will be many broken eggs. 

Is milk abundant at your house? 
Warm a psofu}, put a little salt in it and 
set it before the hens early in the morn- 
ing 

Let the children have charge of the 
Bock,butletan older head Wok after 
tbe children ina nelpful and encourag- 
ing manner. » 

Sunshine is good for weakly chicks; too 
much will kill the strongest, especially if 
it shine through a glass roof into a close 
box or coop. 

When two hens are hatching at tbe 
same time put all the chicks as they 
batch under one hen andthe unhatched 
eggs under the other. 

If a hen deseris her nest don’t throw 
the eggs away. Put them in warm water 
for five minutes, dry them with a rag, 
wrap in woolen and set by the stove and 
hunt another broods hen. With care 
the eggs will walt for two or three days 
if not badly cbilled. 

Some fruits are Improved by presery- 
ing, but the more hen fruit is preserved 
the less desirable it becomes for human 
food. 

Lice are more Westructive to poultry 
profits than disease and yet are much ea 
sier to combat. They are the pest of 
careless persons only. 

A big basket full of chaff from the barn 
floor early in the morning will set the 
fouls to worse and prepare them to rel- 
ish their breakfast. 

The poultry keeper who is always dos- 
ing his fowls with spices and drugs does 
not come [oot .abead in the long run. 
Neither he nor his fowls make a long 
roo. 

If the old cocks are to be kept over 
clip their spurs. 

Get seed of the! nest egg gourd and 
grow your own nest eggs. 

When you start the plow in the garden 
let the fowls in to follow the furrow. 
They will pick op worms, irsects and 
their larvae, also weed seeds. 

Fowls cured of serious ailments are 
ever afterwards onfit for breeding pur- 
poses. 

Fine houses and fine feathers will not 
make bens Jay; egg-making food is essen- 
tial. Feed cut bone. 

Ice-cold snow water is not the best 
drinking water for laying bens st any 
season of the year. 

The hatchet treatment is best for a very 
sick chicken; the hatch-it treatment for 
a perfectly. healthy egg. 

The great utility of hawks and owls in 
destroying field mice, one of our greatest 
pests, is everywhere recognized; but we 
notice that the gan is brought foaward 
as au argument whenever a hawk visits 
one of our poultry yards. —Farm Journal.

Base Ball or No Base aM The Com- 
ing Summer. 


A prominent business man of town 
bas addressed the following “burning 
question" to the public: 

“Shall Salisbury lay aside her proud 
claim as the Metropolis of the Eastern 
Shore and the Baaner town of the State, 
or shall «he remain at the ‘head of the 
procession as has been her record in the 
past? The answer to this burning ques- 
tion is with you. The kernel of this 
interrogatory is exposed in the two lit- 
tle words, "base ball!" 

Do you remember last year how we 
walloped all the other towns; amused 
our own people; advertised our city as 
we could have done in no other way; 
made money for our merchants, our 
hotels and our railroads; in fact spent 
our money freely and without price that 
good might come to all? Well! That's 
exactly what we did, and the public er- 
joyed it and had a good time, and while 
the corporation did not make a fortune 
out of the enterprise, the fon we had was 
cheap at the price, and I have yet to hear 
ofany contributor who begrudged the 
money invested, or was not sorry when 
the season ended. That was 1895. 
Other conditions confront usin'96 We 
are late in getting into the field, and al 
ready challenges are pouring into Salis- 
bury asking for dates. There is an effort 
on foot to get up a Peninsular League 
composed of the larger towns of the 
Eastern Shore of Maryland and of Dela- 
ware. Many of the towns have their 
teams engaged and it is high time for us 
to be up and doing if we are not to be 
distanced in race, and if we haye the 
slightest desire to be “in it" for "96. It 
is estimated that for one thousand dol- 
lars we ran put a base ball team in the 
field and ‘maintain it for the season, 
which while it would not be able tu wipe 
the Baltimore’s off the earth, would 
make things infinitely pleasant for any 
team that we should play with. Iregret 
to say that just at present Salisbury has 
a creat dearth of local base ball talent, 
and it would be necessary to go from 
home to get a majority of material. 
Money is a lever that moves the earth, 
but how to get that money is what 
troubles us now. Much of it can be 
raised by popular subscription, and we 
could possibly raise quite a little by giy- 
ing two or three enteriainments. The 
experience of last year has shown us 
that quite a sum could be had from sad- 
missions, by playing more, games at 
home, and getting excursions from the 
surrounding towns. The money invest- 
ed in the support of a local base-ball 
club is not wasted or thrown away. 
Nine-tenths of it is spent right bere at 
home, and toa great extent gets back 
into the pockets of those who first con- 
tributed it, Every stranger who visits 
the place to witness the games, leaves 
more or less of his wealth behind him, 
and the good opinion that the city im- 
preeses upon him, is only “bread cast 
upon the waters."

Trees on the Farm. 

Do not allow the farm to remain a 
waste of bare land. Plant trees every 
year, few or mary ata time; but plant | 
some at all events, and make up your 
miad to go right into the business in the 
spring.

M. Sumner Perkins in Coleman's Rural 
Worid. Give them only the care the 
farmer expects to exp*nd upon corn and 
potatoes, and they will do will. Strange 
it is that an otherwise good farmer, who 
will tend his corn crop assidnously, will 
set out a tree only to ntterly neglect and 
forsake thereafter. The tree, to do well, 
must be fed and cultivated jike anv other 
farm crop. Then It will respond freely 
and generously both by growth and by 
frait. The plam and pear, well grown, 
psy well. Set them out in rich soil at 
intervals of t«enty feet in either direc- 
tion. Nevwerletthem get bungry. Stir 
the soi] constantly through the summer, 
and you wil! ncver regret the day you 

undertook fruit culture. Some of tha 
bestand most profitable market peara 
are Anjou, Ro:e, Sheldon, Clairgean and 
Lawrence. For desirable plams plant 
abundance, Burbank, Reire, Claude, 
Lombard and Ferman Prone. Froit 
trees will stand lota of atab'é manure, es- 
pecially while they are making their 
growth, but, after fruiting has begun. 
they need potash and phosphoric acid in 
far greater quantities tha» nitrogen. 
Hence the wisdom and uiility of employ- 
ing unleached wood ashes and finely- 
ground bone for their fertilization. Mix 
them in proportion of one ton of ashes 
to five hundred weight of bone.

Its Alm And Object Graphically Set 
Forth By a Prominent Educator. 


MOVEMENT TO INTEODUCE A COUESE 
OF LECTURES IN SALISBURY. . 


A movement is on foot to introduce 
in Salisbury a course of lectures on Uni- 
versity Extension. 

The plan is to hare one lecture de- 
livered here each consecntive week un 
til six ‘bave been delivered. Tickets for 
the course will be sold at about $1.50 
each, from the proceeds of which the 
lecturer, who will be an educator of re- 
pute and familiar with the system, will 
be paid. 

Miss Elizabeth Dorman, assisted by a 
few friends, is vigorously and commend- 
ably supporting the movement here. 
The object sought is purely for intellect- 
val advancement, and such a town as 
Salisbury should give encouragement to 
the movement. 

A prominent writer 1n the Smyrna, 
Del, Times, writes very entertsinly on 
the subject as follows: 

The introduction of University Exten- 
sion courses into a community marks an 
im t epoch in its educational his- 
tory: The courses offer to all education 
by means of a systematic course lectures 
and class instruction in the subjects 
usually taughtat our universities. After 
each lecture of the course, the members 
are given anopportunity to ask questions 
on points given and the lecturer answers 
them and a general discussion follows: 
this is what is meant by the "class in- 
struction.” Neltber the public nor the 
students should entertsin the idea that 
attendance at University Extension lec- 

tures or classes is a short cut to the re- 
sulta of four years of continuous study in 
the environment of college life. In fact 
there is no shortcutto knowledge. Uni- 
versity Extension teaching isa new force 
which has for its sim the consolidating 
and guiding of the loose educational in 
teresta in a given neighborhood, into the 
definite purpose of an organized center, 
Dr. S. M. Patten, of the University of 
Pennsylvania says: “The educational 
field is divided into three parts; prepara- 
tion of the boy for industrial life, pre- 
paration of the adult for citizenship and 
preparation of the scholar for specialized 
work. The boy and the scholar are pro- 
vided for, but the citizens are neglected.” 

How shall we keep alive in our busy 
men and women of to-day such a sense 
of culture and of social and political con- 
ditions as will make for good citizenship? 

The University Extension movement is 
a definite means to this end, creating s 
clearly defined agency co-ordinate with 
otber educational forces, which will do 
for the citizen what the schoo! does for 
the boy, or the University for the 
scholar. No supporter of the movement 
claims that it is possible to make scholars 
or to produce investigators by six lec 
ture courses. But experience shows 
that is possible by this method of work 
to improve our mental conditions by in- 
teres: in higber thiugs. It is no small 
matter to set an entire community talking 
about new subjects, to elevate the general 
tone of conversation and discussion. and 
many who bave been prevented by the 
circumstances of their lives from taking 
up any formula college work, have found 
on enrolling for an Extension course,

Five of these 
weighed 103 pounds Saxon, and the 
largest of the five, a Spiegel carp, aged 
16 years, drew in the scale 3114 pounds 
English. The age of the two first alluded 
to could not be estimated. They were on 
the estate when it was purchased from 
another family, 50 years before. 

We have never toonr personal knowl- 
edge known a carp that exceeded 23 
pounds to be caught in English waters. 
A brace which weighed 35 pounds was 
once presented totbe late Lord Egre- 
mont. A curious thing about these big 
fish is their tameness, Mr. Pennell tells 
ns he has seen carp in the garden ponds 
of; Rotterdam eagerly following visitors 
about to be fed, while one immense fel- 
low, with a side as broad as a flitch of 
bacon and an appetite that seemed in- 
satiable, actually pursued bim for near- 
ly 100 yards along the side of the bank 
until his stock of bread had run out. 
This fish, be adds, must have weighed 
15 pounds. Their rate of growth has

A Runaway Locomotive Had Many Sleep- 
ing Passengers In Tow. 

Early one morning tbe engineer and 
fireman of the Santa Fe overland train, 
bound east, when near Cajon pass, im- 
agined they saw sometbing on the track 
right ahead. Thinking the train was 
about to be wrecked they both jumped. 
The engineer was rather badly burt, but 
when the fireman picked himself up ont 
of the dust he found that the engine had 
made kindling wood of a wagon to 
which two borses had been attached. 
Their driver had seen the headlight of 
the engine and had jumped in time to 
gave himself, and the animals them- 
selves were cropping the dried grass 
along the roadside, which showed that 
they had not been, greatly disturbed by 
the accident. 

Bot the train, with nobody at the en- 
gine's throttle, was plunging away 
through the darkness, the passengers 
asleep in their berths, utterly uncon- 
scious that they were being drawn by a 
wild locomotive. 

The fireman, who had been left be 
hind, thought he would try to overtake 
the flying train on foot. Then he changed 
his mind and, jumping astride one of 
the horses, he set out after the runaway 
train. He knew it must stop shortly, as 
it had toclimb a very steep grade, and 
if the fire under the boilers was not kept 
up the supply of steam would not fur- 
nish sufficient pressure to keep the 


wheels going around. The vagrant train , 


did stop a mile and a half from where 
the accident occurred. There did not 
seem to beany reason for an interrup- 


tion of the journey just at that point, : 


and so the conductor and brakeman hur- 


ried abead with their lanterns to ask the | 


engineer what had given out. 

When they found tbe cab empty, of 
course the trainhands were very much 
mystified. They asked each other a good 
many questions, and were engaged in 
looking up theories to account for the 
strange disappearance of the engine 
crew when the fireman came loping 
along on the horse he bad borrowed. 
After explanation had been made, he 
tumed his horse toward this city and 
bréught tbe first tidings the railroad 
peóple had of the missing train. A back 
was sent out to the scene with another 
engineer, and as soon as steam was 
raised the overland went on over the 
hill through Cajon pass. The same car- 
riage brought the injured engineer to 
the city. —San Francisco Examiner.

SEALED BY A SHOT. 
A SINGULAR INCIDENT OF THE BAT- 
TLE AROUND ANTIETAM. 


Union Soldiers Almost Famished For Lack 
of Water Discover a Sprimg—A Confed- 
erate Shot Ended the Struggle For the 
Sparkling Liquid. 


From the first peep of dawn Hooker, 
on the extreme right, having crossed 
Antietam creek the previous evening, 
had been pounding the Confederates and 
getting as good in return, and Mansfield 
in the center had been seoonding Fight- 
ing Joe's endeavors with varying suc- 
cess, so that it was fully high noon be- 
fore Burnside on the left received any 


' intimation that his wing of the army 


was to have any greater share in the 
controversy tban that of interested audi- 


; tors. Though there bad been some brisk 


skirmishing in front of the left, all eyes 
in that quarter were turned toward the 
center of the stage, and when it was 
learned that the gallant Mansfield had 


| gone down in the conflict there was 


many a pang of grief, for Mansfield was 
a hero. 

While the troops lay massed by bri- 
gade in the open fields and broiling san 
between the creek and the low bluff to 
the east of the bridge, they sought to pre- 
pare themselves for whatever might 
come by keeping their canteens filled 
with water. The creek, so near and yet 
80 far, proved to be a danger line for the 
occupants of both banks of the stream, 
for it was almost certain death for 
either Federals or Confederates to ap- 
proach the stream, so that Burnaide's 
men spent their time by reliefs in pro- 
curing the coveted liquid wheresoever it 
could be found in the rear. 

Directly eastward, from the famous 
stone bridge, and immediately to the 
rear of one of the massed brigades, and 
scarcely 200 yards distant from the 
creek, was found by some of the eager 
searchers a diadem in the shape of a 
stream of cool, pure water pouring from 
the face of a slaty embankment of scarce- 
ly more than jten feet in height. 

During al] the past time that this 
diminutive ream had been making ita 
egress the bosom of the earth it 
had been permitted to spread itself out 
over the adjoining meadow land or find 
its way to the creek through the shallow 
morass that formed nt the base of the 
insignificant knoll from which it seeped. 

Never, perhaps, since the creation did 
such a small trickle of water jump so 
suddenly into importance and usefulness 
as did the one in question, for the prac- 
ticed eyes of the water famished Yan- 
kees, who had learned by their experi- 
ence on the peninsula to smell water 
afar, followed up the moistened water 
course to ite source, and, having found 
the head thereof, it was but a matter of 
a few minutes till they had a solid 
stream of the sparkling gem of. about 
one-half inch in diameter pouring 
through a trough which had been im- 
provised from the bark of a nearby sap- 
ling. 

This improved condition of the little 
stream, becoming known to all the 
troopa lying near by, proved to be the 
signal for a general riot, for the strug: 
gle for the privilege of holding the can- 
teen under the spont became so boister 
ous that the officers were compelled to 
place not only a güard, bnt a cordon, of 
troops around it to prevent the contend- 
ing soldiers from murdering each other 
in their mad endeavor to get justé one 
taste of the coveted prize. All this, too, 
in the face of the fact that the Johnnies 
beyond the creek had opened their bat- 
teries and musketry on the columns 
then moving in the direction of the 
bridge, and numerous missiles found 
their way to a disagreeable proximity to 
the spring. But just as a semblance of 
order had been restored the word was 
passed to ‘‘fall ín," and the life giver 
was left to itself and for the time for- 
gotten, but as the brigade advanced by 
battalion the soldier could not refrain 
from casting a backward glance of re- 
gret at the thread of silver dancing in 
the afternoon sun. 

Half an hour later the battle was on 

in all its fury, and every moment add- 
ed to the stream of wounded men pour- 
ing backward out of the line of danger. 
Those who knew the spring made 
straightway for it, followed by others, 
for who of those who ever had tho ex- 
perience can forget for a moment the 
terrible condition of a wounded soldier 
with an empty canteen? 
. If the strife for possession of the 
spring previous to the advance had been 
furious, it was now a thousand times 
worse, foraround that bit of moisture 
surged a maddened, frenzied mass of 
bleeding humanity in all the conditions 
of wounds resulting from the flerce 
battle then raging less than half a mile 
distant and consequent turmoil So 
fierce was the struggle that they de- 
stroyed the spout, and the mad and fam- 
ished men would rush forward if only 
to get a hand wet. 

At this supreme moment a Federal 
battery took a position on the knoll im- 
mediately above the spring and opened 
on the enemy. This brought a reply 
from a Confederate battery on the high 
ground beyond the creek, and about the 
first gun from the other side settled the 
contention as to the value of the little 
stream, for a solid shot struck the em- 
bankment about a foot above the outlet 
of water, buried itself out of sight and 
Bhut off the water as completely as a 
faucet ever stopped the flow from the 
nozzle of a hydrant Notwithstanding 
the excellent practice of the rebel artil- 
lery, some of the suffering soldiers hov- 
ered about the spot for a time in the 
hope that the water would find another 
outlet, but such proved a vain dream

THERE iS NO NATIONAL HOLIDAY. 


Not Even the Labor Day Act Orestes Ons, 
Bay the Lawyers. 

There would seem to be no auch thing 
in this country as a national holiday. 
Lawyers assert that even Labor day, 
which was set apart by act of congress 
in 1894 in such manner as to lead the 
confiding layman to suppose it at least 
to be a national holiday, is not such 
outside of the District of Columbia un- 
lees by state enactment. ‘The creation 
and regulation of holidays have been 

left entirely to the legislatures of the 
individual states. 

The act of cangress concerning Labor 
day was approved June 28, 1894. It pro- 
vides ‘‘that the first Monday of Septem- 
ber in each year, being the dsy cele- 
brated and known as Labor day, is 
hereby made a legal holiday, to all in- 
tents and purposes, in the same manner 
ss Christmas, Jan. 1, Feb. 22, May 30 
and July 4 are now made by law public 
holidays. ” 

Clearly the proper construction of 
thia statute can be arrived at only by 
reference to the provisions bearing upon 
the other holidays named. The act mak- 
ing holidays of Jan-1, July 4, Cbrist- 
mas and ‘‘any day appointed or recom- 
mended by the president of the United 
States as a day of public fast or thanks- 
giving" was passed in June, 1870, and 
was restricted in its effect to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. These days are holi- 
days in the various states only as they 
are made so by the various state legis- 
latures. 

The act of Jan. 31, 1879, makes; Feb. 
22 s legal holiday, and the act of Avg. 
81, 1888, does the same for May 30, 
and both are restricted in their applica- 
tion to the District of Colombia. The 
act referring to Labor day says nothin, 
about the District of Columbia, but it 
.does say that the first Monday of Sep- 
tember shall be a legal holiday, *'to all 
intents and purposes, in the same man- 
ner as Christmas, Jan. 1, Feb. 22, May 
80 and Jnly 4 are now made by law 
public holidays." 

The intents and purposes for which 
and the manner in which those days are 
made holidays are express]y limited to 
the District of Columbia, and so, by 
necessary inference, is the act referring 
to Labor day. 

The misleading language of the Labor 
day act has Jed toa prevalent statement 
that the first Monday of September is a 
holiday throughout the United States 
by congressional enactment.—New York 
Tribune. 


PRANKS OF SCOTTISH FAIRIES. 


A Firm Beljef In the “Fair Folk" Still 
Lipgers. 

There still lingers a widespread belief 
in the north of Scotland that tbe ''fair 
folk,'' or **gweed neebors,’’ as the fairies 
are called, still live in the bills, and 
during the first days of convalescence a 
mother must be zealously guarded lest 
one of the ‘‘wee people” come and rob 
the child of its nourishment. Some- 
times they succeed in carrying off the 
mother. Here is one of the superstitious 
legends: 

A north country fisher had a fine 
child. One evening a beggar woman 
entered the hut and went up to the 
cradle to gaze into the eyes of the babe. 
From that time good health left it, and 
a strange look came into its face, and 
the mother was troubled. An old man 
begging for food that way. When 
he caught sight of the child, he cried : 

“That's nae a bairn. It’s an image, 
and the gweed folk, has stoun his 
speerit. '" 

Thereupon he set Pw fo recall 
mee igper’a bairn.. A pent fire was heaped 

fon the hearth and a black hen held 
over it at such a distance that it was 
singed and not killed. After some strug- 
gling the hen escaped up the lum. A 
few moments elapsed, and then the par- 
ents were gladdened by the sight of a 
happy expression once more on the 
child’s face. It throve from that day 
forward.—Scottish neview. 


ROME AND EARTHQUAKES. 


On tbe Margin of a Great Seat of Volcanic 
Energy It Resta, 

The Eternal City ought to be exempt, 
says the London Standard, from all that 
appear; however remotely, to menace 
its stability aud endurance. Yet no one 
who looks from the Janiculum, or even 
the Forum, to the noble ontliné of the 
Alban hills can well forget that Rome 
is on the margin of a great seat of vol- 
canic energy. The lake of Nemi sleeps 
so serenely in its crater basin that it re- 
quires an effort of imagination.to think 
of the time when the whole mountain 
mass was raised. That, of course, be- 
longs to u prehistoric, or rather a pris- 
tine, geologicalage. But no prescription 
avails against seismic influences. 

The fires of Vesuvius had-become only 
a tradition—if, indeed, they had not 
been quite forgotten—when the memo- 
rable outburst occurred which saved 
Pompeii for the modern world by sud- 
denly converting ita site into n vast ex- 
panse of ashes. Nothing so tragic, it 
may be hoped, is in store for the pleas- 
ant city by the Tiber. Moyements of tho 
earth have occurred many a time and 
oft, and have done nothing worse than 
give frights to the nervous and feed the 
superstition of the vulgar. 

The fallof Cesar was heralded by 
one of these convulsions, but, as far as 
our information goes, the only analogy 
to be cited from a recent experience "vas 

the precipitate descent of a marble 
shield bearing the arms of Spain. Had 
it been the emblazonry of Portugal, s 
mystic significance might, just now, 
have been suspected. But enough ma- 
teria] damage was occasioned to justify 
the concern created. The earthquake 
was no respecter of persons, for it awoke 
the venerable pontiff from his light 
slumbers in the Vatican, and roused the 
inmates of the prisons to frantic efforts 
to break through their barricades. So 
much more precious is lifethan liberty. 


GENERAL GRANT'S FUNERAL. 


The Procession In New York Was Eight 
Miles In Length. 

The procession, eight miles long, 
wended up Broadway between lines of 
old soldiers— flags veiled, drums muffied 
and arms reversed. The Grant family, 
except Mrs. Grant, who was unable to 
be present, followed in four carríages, 
succeeded by the general's old staff, bis 
cabinet officers and detachments from 
Grand Army posts Members of the 
Aztec club, survivors of the Mexican 
war, formed a group. President Cleve- 
land rode with Secretary Baynrd, and 
they were followed by the vice president 
and the cabinet, the supreme:court jus- 
tices, United States senators and a com- 
mittee of the house. Governor Hill and 
hissuit and a committee of the state 
legislature were of the cortege ; also gen- 
tlemen who had occupied diplomatic and 
consular offices under Grant while pres- 
ident. Besides all these were official 
guests filling 150 carriages. 

Over the ashes of tbe man who had 
said “Let us have peace" all bitter 
memories were forgotten. Speaker Car- 
lisle and ex-Speaker Randall rode with 
Congressmen Hiscock and Reed, Senator 
Morrill with Senator Cockrell, Sherman 
with Ransom, Ingalls with Harris 
Famous Confederates, distinguishable 
by their gray silk sashes, fraternized 
with Federal chieftains. Generals Joe 
Jobnston and Buckner officiated with

time the hats and collars are worn. The 
caps engender caloric, which sets up 
irritation and ultimately that most 
stubborn form of dandruff—namely, 
pityriasis (i. e, branny scales). Note 
that all the headgear which is not porous 
should be ventilated at top and sides to 
nllow a free current of air. 

Never sit or stand with the top of the 
head vear a gas light or lamp light. The 
beat thrown ont is apt to paralyze the 
scalp tissnes and dries up the hair itself. 

Don't wash the head oftener than 
once a fortnight, when first rub in the 
yolk of an egg and thoronghly rinse out 
with warm water, into which has been 
thrown s pinch of borax. Dry carefully | _ 
and apply a little pure olive oil. 

“Beware of the common practice of 
dipping the comb in water when ar- 
ranging the hair. It promotes decompo- 
sition and rancidity of the natural oil, 
and so leads to *'rotting. "" 

If the hair be naturally dry, apply a 
little olive oil occasionally. If natural- 
ly oily, occasionally wash away the ex- 
cess of sebaceous secretion by means of 
a lather or tepid water and soap bark 
(Quitlaya saponaria). 

Salt water is most injurious to the 
hair, for which reason when sea bath- 
ing wear an oil cap. 

Always treat the scalpas if you loved 
it. Take to heart Dr. Godfrey’s dictum 
that ''every touch affecting &o delicate 
a texture as the scalp should be soft and 
sootbing, every application bland and 
mild." Don’t use stiff bristled or wire 
brushes, and in all cases brush gently. 
Also, always brush out the hair before 
attempting tocomb it, and use the comb 
as little as possible. 

Have the ends of the hair clipped once 
à month, if only to prevent them from 
splitting. But don't close crop.—Phila- 
delphia Times.

Children Cry 


HOW ICE IS LOADED. 
METHOD OF CONVEYING IT FROM 
HOUSE TO SHIPBOARD. 


Ingesiogs Elevators and Rans Employed 
FI cae steel case 

Great Deal of Labor Accomplished by 
a Few Hands. 


Anf interesting operation js the load- 
ing of ice from the mammoth houses on 
the banks of the Penobscot into the 
large freight carriers that are almost 
constantly going up and down the river 
bearing heavy cargoes of frozen Penob- 
scot to faroff porte. 

From the top of the house the ice 
comes down in a most ingenious man- 
ner. An elevator is rigged outside the 
building, and on it the ice comes down 
by gravity. There is a counteracting 
force in a big weight that goes up when 
the Joad comes down, and vice versa. 
To the casna] observer it looks as though 
the thing worked automatically. Two 
large blocks of ice are pushed ont upon 
the elevator and they descend. As soon 
as they slide off, back goes the elevator 
for another load, and this thing is kept 
up hour after hour. Careful observation, 
however, shows a strong wire that leads 
off some distance, and at the end of it 
sits a man, and the secret is out. Troe 
enough, the thing works itself, but it 
needs a guiding hand so that it won't 
work too fast. The movements of the 
elevator are controlled by a friction 
pulley. When the ice reaches the bot- 
tom and one cake slides off, the eleya- 
tor would take a run up before the other 
E were it not that the man on 
the end of the wire pulls a lever and the 
friction pulley acts nt the top, and the 
elevator waits until the cargo is all off. 
Then the man releases the polley and 
back goes the carriage, the beavy weight 
at the other end carrying it rapidly to 
the top. 

From the elevator the ice slides into 
arun. In the center of that is an end- 
less chain that it fitted with pronglike 
attachments at certain intervals, and as 
they come along they come up behind 
Me cake of ice and carry it to its des- 
tiation. I 

short distance up the run is a plan- 
er,a simple contrivance that removes 
the snow ice and evens the blocks so 
that they will pack nicely in the bold 
of the vessel The cakes of ice pass 
serenely along, and when they come to 
the planer pass easily under it, but at 
the same time they lose two or three 
inches of their height. There is a provi- 
sion in the contracts that provides for 
this, and they read that only an inch or 
inch and a half, or whatever the amcunt 
is, of snow ice shall be left on the cake, 
and therefore the planíng. 

Just beyond the planer is a man who 
gives the cake a quick pull that brings 
it ahead of the prong for a moment. A 
second look shows why this is done. By 
this quick movement the cake of ice is 
brought upon a pair of scales, and in 
the second’s rest that it has before the 
prong on the chain gets along it is 
weighed and the figures placed upon the 
record that is being kept of the cargo. 
It is no small job to weigh the ico, for 
the cakes come along in rapid succes- 
sion, and the weight has to be ascertain- 
ed in the ordinary manner and. the re- 
sult pnt down before the next cake gets 
along. 

From the scale the journey to the 
sel is uninterrupted. The run is ma 
ed so that it extends over-the vessel to 
the hatchway, and the rise and fall of 

ba tte are provided for by an arrange- 
lent that permits of the rising and fall- 
ing of the run to correspond. 

Perhaps the most ingenious thing of 
the whole system is that by which the 
ice is put in the hold. Atthe end of the 
run and directly over the batchway is a 
strong frame, and in that there works a 
platform that goes up and down some- 
thing like an elevator at the house. Two 
blocks of ice are slid upon it directly 
from tbe run, and the man who controls 
it releases a friction lever, and down it 
goes into the hold by its own weight, 
the speed being controlled by the man 
with the friction lever. The platform is 
suspended by four ropes that unwind 
from a cylinder as it descends, and at 
the same time another and Jarger rope 
that appears from a distance winds upon 
the cylinder. 

When the load is off the platform in 
the hold, the friction lever is again 
loosened, and the rope that comes over 
the side of the vessel gets in its work by 
turning the dram the other way and 
quickly bringing the platform into its 
place. ‘Out on the wharf at the other 
end of the big rope is another large 
weight, that does the work of pulling 
back the platform. 

Away down in the hold the work of 
stowing the ice was progressing rapidly. 
The ice is simply packed together in as 
small a space as possible, and nothing 
is put around it, as many doubtless sup- 
pose. At the hatches, after the cargo is 
all in, a little hay is thrown, but with 
the exception of that there is nothing 
put about the ice to keep it from melt- 
ing. Under the improved order of pack- 
ing only from 10 to 15 per cent of the 
ice is melted, and at times not so much 
as that.—Bangor Commercial

This is that the seat is very liable to 
get damp in wet weather, A mile or 
two's sitting on the soaked cushions 
may easily result iu rheumatism, sciati- 
ca or a general chill, ending in a more 
or less serions illness. 

The hansom cabman is very amenable 
to public opinion, and if the public gen- 
erally were to take to examining the 
state of the cushions before engaging 
the cabs it is probable that meann 
would be found to keep them dry.

fish chronicles are always inter- 
esting. Attention is jast now being be- 
stowed upon the weight possibilities of 
carp. These fish are notoriously long 
lived, and, provided they are not caught 
before they haye had a chance of living 
long, and, provided again, they have 
few enemies and solicitous keepers to 
supplement their natural food supply 
regularly, it is only natural that they 
should grow to a relatively great size. 
Under normal conditions, of course, they 
do not exceed a few pounds, and, as it 
isthe normal conditions that prevail, 
discussion of what they might attain 
may be regarded by not a few as some- 
thíng of a futility.

We most go abroad for the biggest 
carp of which angling history has to 
tell In a private pond in Saxony there 
used to be a pair of breeding curp whcse 
united weight in Saxony measure (7 per 
cent heavier tban English) reached 91 
pounds. The male was 43 ponuds und 
the female 48 pounds. By good living 
and attention they even exceeded this. 
In 11 years the male put on 9 pounds 
and the female 12 pounds, The pond 
which afforded a home for these crea- 
tures was a famous one. In one year 
4,000 pounds of carp were taken from it 
—to say nothing of tench and jack. In 
this same pond—which, by the way, cov- 
ered 17 savres—the proprietor had left 
several carp for breeding. Five of these 
weighed 103 pounds Saxon, and the 
largest of the five, a Spiegel carp, nged 
16 years, drew in the scale 314¢ pounds 
English. The age of the two first alluded 
to could not be estímated. They were on 
the estate when it was purchased from 
another family, 50 years before. 

We have never toour personal knowl- 
edge known a carp that exceeded 22 
pounds to be caught in English waters. 
A brace which weighed 85 pounds was 
once presented to the late Lord Egre- 
mont. A curious thing abont these big 
fish is their tameness. Mr. Pennell tella 
us he has. seen carp in the garden ponds 
of Rotterdam eagerly following visitors 
about to be fed, while one immense fel- 
low, with a side as broad as a flitch of 
bacon and an appetite that seemed in- 
satiable, actually pursued him for near- 
ly 100 yards along the side of the bank 
until his stock of bread had run ont. 
This fisb, he adds, must have weighed 
15 pounds. Their rate of growth has 
been approximately computed to be 
8 pounds during the first six years and 
6 pounds before the tenth year.—Pall 
Mall Gazette,

CITY HALL. 


A Handsome Buliding to be Erected 
By the City. 


Ata meeting of the city council last 
wednesday evening st which a number 
of the, representative citizens of the city 
were present, contractor Thos. H. Mitch- 
ell submitted plans for the new City 
Hall and engine house to be erected on 
the lot on West Church street recently 
purchased of Mr. Geo. C. Hill. The 
front of the new building will be 36x62 
feet. A tower 72 feet high will sur- 
mount the building. Besides being or- 
namental it will be pat to a practical use 
as racks will be placed in it on which 
hose will be dried. 

Three large arched doorwsys will give 
ingress and egress to the first floor,which 
will be arranged for two hose carts. two 
engines, snd hook and ladder truck. In 
the rear will be situated the stalls for 
the horses, fire proof compartments for 
oils and other things. 

On the second floor will be the May- 
or's office, council chamber and fire- 
men's ball. An iron vault for the safe 
keeping of city documents will be fitted 
in tbe building. In firemen's ball will 
be shelves for books and a gymnastic 
equipment. In tbe building will be s 
small bed room for the occupancy of the 
man who will always beon duty at night. 

Mr. Mitcbell the contractor, will begin 
work very shortly on tbe new building, 
which it is estimated will cost not much 
less that $5,000. The city will float 
bonds to the extent of $4,000 to meet the 
expense of providing for the council and 
the fire department suitable quarters.

The fire department was r>-organifed 
March 13, 1895. with Mr. F. A. Grier 
as chief of the department. Its present 
membership consists of about 60 of our 
sturdiest young men and under the ca- 
pable and courageous leadership of 
Chief Grier the company has no equal 
outside the larger cities. 

Since its organization a year ago the 
department has responded to,18 alarms 
and been in actual service 14 hours. 
About $20,000 worth of pruperty bas 
been destroyed, loss reduced by an in- 
surance of $11,000. Of course it is im- 
poesible to say how much property the 
department has saved in the year. 

The department bas adopted a signal 
to notify those who do not attend a fire 
when itis under control. Two taps of 
the fire alarm brl! isthe signal adopted.

FIRES IN SALISBURY. 


Saloons and other Bulldings Burned. 

The fire on East Camden street at an 
early hour last Saturday morning which 
destroyéd the saloon of JamesCoulbourn, 
the restaurant of Frank Rose, colored, 
and the Smith shop of Messrs. Price & 
Twilley, was followed up by « fire at the 
N.Y, P. & N. railroad station about 
midnight Monday. 

The fire originated in the saloon of Mr 
Wo. T. Godfrey and before it was 
checked it bad burned the small’ frame 
building in which he did business and 
partially destroyed another similarly 
constructed building adjoining in which 
Mr. Joshua Farlow sold confectionery. 
Mr. Farlow rescued his stock. Mr. God- 
frey also got a considerable quantity of 
bis goods into the street. 

George Jones owned the burned build- 
ings on which he bad insurance amount. 
ing to $300, which represents about half 
the value of the houses burned. Mr. 
Godfrey had $300 insurance on bis stock 

Asin the case cn East Camden street 
Saturday morning, our gallant fire fight- 
ers speedily appeared on the scene of 
fire and under the efficient management 
of Chief Grier, saved much property. 

There was somé delay in getting the 
engine to the fire Monday night due to 
the sudden death of “Ned” one of the 
fire horses. 

It had been the custom of the stable- 
men, at the Palace Livery where the 
horse belonged, to barness him on the 
first alarm of fire, and turn him into the 
street. The intelligent fellow needed no 
hand to guide him to his post of duty, 
but no sooner was he in the street than 
he would dash away to the engine bouse 
and put himself to the pole: 

He waz turned out of the stable as us- 
val on Monday night when the alarm 
sounded, and had reached the engine 
house, put himself to the pole, Mr. O. J. 
Scbneck ‘of the Peninsula Hotel ap- 
prosched bim to adjust the harness 
when the horse suddenly settled to the 
ground. Mr. Schneck commanded him 
to get up; he obeyed, settled down again, 
again arose,and then dropped dead. 
Heart disease was the cause. 

The horse was eighteen years old. He 
had been a valuable animal. The loss is 
upon Mr. Jas. E. Lowe, who had driven 
the horse to the omnibus several years, 

The delay caused by this occurence 
gave the fire some beadway, but another 
horse was speedily substituted for the 
dead one, the engine -was then horried- 
ly put to tbe scene of the burning. Then 
the firemen did splendid seryice. Those 
who witnessed the fight between the 
fire and the firemen say that it was a 
handsome exhibition of skill and cour- 
ageontbe part of the firemen. Their 
work saved the pretty new station house 
of the N. Y, P. & N. railroad and the 
large three story frame building of Mr. 
L. P. Coulbourn, corner William street 
and Railroad avenue. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. Mr. 
Godfrey and other men were in the rear 
of the saloon when a passer-by discover- 
ed the fire burning out through the roof 

The losers by the fire on East Camden 
street on Saturday inorning are W. J. 
Staton, house $450, insurance $375; Price 
& Twilley, house and smith tools $500, 
insurance $255; Jas. Coulbourne, loss on 
house $150, insurance $125; Mr. Coul- 
bourne had $600 insurance on bis stock. 
All these buildings were small frame 
structures. Mr, John T. Ellis’ marble 
works were saved by the efforts of the 
fire department. Origin ofthe fire un- 
known.

“It is not in the piano,” replies the 
tuner, and he touches the key again and 
again, at the same time glancing 
around the room. ‘‘There it is,’’ he 
says at last, ''pointing to the glass 
globe around the gas jet. ‘‘There is the 
rattler,'"and the irritating noise is si- 
lenced when he removes the glass globe. 
V This is a common experience of piano 
tuners. Certain notes in the piano vi- 
brate in barmony with a gas fixture, a 
picture frame, a chína plaque hung 
against the wall or the bric-a-brac which 
commonly litters the top of. the sensi- 
tive instrument, and the innocent piano 
is blamed for the discordant jangle.

The 
upper garment of men and women alike 
is a cloth or cotton jacket (kabaia). In- 
stead of buttons the women nee for fas- 
tenings a number of gold or silver 
brooches. The men largely affect brass 
buttons. Over this jacket the females 
wear another sarong, which is made to 
meet over the head, and served the 
damsel as a shade, and when she 


pleases asa veil The feetof all are | 


protected by a kind of wooden sandal. 
All these garments are loose, are a poem 


for harmony of colors, and there is no ' 


fold that does violence to beauty and 
grace. This is a poor enough picture of 
our picnic party, or 70 or 100 Malay 
men, women, boys and girls passing, 
joking and laughing along their pleas- 
ure way. The braves carry some spears 
and purange, in case a tiger or leopard 
molest. The fair bear along a little rice 
and curry spice. The bulk of provisions 
they trust Tuhan Allah to provide at the 
picnio ground. ‘‘How very nice," I 
hear the gentle lady reader say. ''Why, 
preparation of meats and pies and con- 
fections, you know, is such a bother. '' 

Our outing party now feel that they 
have gone far enough and they may 
halt, no matter just where—for every- 
where is Jovely—so long as they are in 
the vicinity of a mountain and its water 
pools. Bo a pool is chosen as one likely 
to contain in its black depths a suf- 
ficiency of good, fat fish. The men at 
once prepare to dynamite this pool, or 
else throw the fish paralyzing tuba root 
into the water. Then 20 men leap into 
the pool, while a number of women are 
stationed at the shallow and lower end 
to catch tbe escaping finny tribe. Ah, 
no big fish are caught! They must be 
lying dead or benumbed at the bottom 
of the pool.

Rice is also pre- 
pared, and before long the whole party is 
seated around the green banquet board, 
enjoying fish ss you like it and curry 
and rice such as only the Malay house- 
wife can concoct The joysome meal 
finished, the party betakes itself to smok- 
ing, chewing betel and telling stories, 
under all of which influences it is not 
surprising that the next scene is a gen- 
eral siesta, which lasts till about 3 
o'clock, when the old man of the party 
wisely observes it is getting late and it 
is time to be starting back. Night must 
not overtake them, or they may meet 
Btripes or Spots, out also for a picnic, 
and vastly preferring fresh meat to fish.

—Tnc Local law for Wicomico known 
as ‘Liquor law ha- passed both branches 
ofthe General Assembly, and will be- 
ve mes law as soou as the signature of 
Governor Lowndes is affixed to it. 

The law a: passed provides that the 
applicant to sell liquor in Salisbury shall 
be recommended by fifteen free-holders, 
whose real estate is worth, above all in- 
eambrance, $500. This is for either a 
wholesale or retail license; for both, 
thirty signers and license fee of $400 is 
required. 

In the outlying districts, eight signers 
to the application, with a $200. property 
qualification is required. The license 1s 
the same, $200, for cither retail or whole- 
sale, and $100 for both. The provisions 
requiring the application, inclading the 
names of the signers to be published, was 
stricken out. All the other safe guards, 
contained in the original bill, we under- 
stand have been retained; such as the 
hours for opening and closing the saloon 
the removing of all serene3 and obstruc- 
tions to the room in which liquor is to be 
sold, The biil provides for total prohi- 
bition ín Trappe district. 

The Local Veto bill was sent on to the 
legislature as a separate bill. This has 
passed the Senate, and will, we under- 
stand be pushed through the House; 
when this is done the people of the 
coünty may well rejoice, for temperance 
has male a long stride forward. 

Ex-G overnor Jackson has been untir- 
ing in his effort to give the county a good 
liquor law, and we hope and believe 
that good will result from it.

THE ASSESSMENT BILL PASSED. 


Both houses of the Maryland legisla- 
tare have pass-d the assessmegth: 


it has been sent to 


governor for his 
he bill as passed is very 
much down the lines of the Hayes bill. 
The machinery for taking the assess- 
went is different from anything hereto- 
fore passed. It provides for one assess- 
or in each election district to be ap 
pointed by the board of county commis- 
sioners and two assessore to be appoint- 
ed for each assessors district by the gov- 
ernor. The bill provides for laying the 
counties off into assessors districts. The 
two assessors are to act with the district 
assessor in ea The general as- 
sessor are to be bi-partiean. The com- 
pensation is $4.00 per day, and work to 
begin June Ist. The Board of County 
Commissioners are to act as a board 
of control and zee, The bill pro- 
vides for the " assessment of almost 
everything; upon Building & Loan A so- 
ciations it will bear heavily. À 

The first taxing sections of the new as- 
sessment biil follow closely upon the 
line of the Hayes bill, passed in 1894, and 
are taken largely from the Hering bill. 

Sbips are valued at the residence of 
the owners. 

The real estate of corporations is to be 
tayed as st present. 

Shares of stocks are assessed to the 
owners where they reside. 

All persone! property in which any 
resident of the State has an equitable in- 
terest with the legal title to the same 
in some other person orcorporation who 
is a non-resident is also subject to taxa- 
tion in this State. Aeare all bonds is 
sued by any State or Territory. bonds of 
corporations, private securities, resl 
property and the personal property not 
having capital etock divided into shares. 

The property, real and personal, of 
steam railroads shall be taxed for county 
and municipal purposes as the property 
of individuals, No extra valuation is to 
be levied upon bridges over streams 
forming a part of the roadbed of any 
railroad or turnpike, but they shall be 
valued as any equal portion of the road 
is valued. Tunnels and subways are to 
be assessed at their actual worth. 

Bank and other stocks are to be laxed 
upon the valustion of the tex commis- 
sioner for 1896, and this valuation is to 
be sent to the assessors. The valnation 
of stocks is to be returned by the asses- 
sors to the tax commissioner. 

Mortgage bonds of c>rporations are al- 
so subjected to taxafion, according to 
the provisions of the. bill, and the tax 
031 bonds issued®by corporations which 
promise to pay such tax shall be collect- 
ed from the company and not from the 
owner of the bonds. 

Nothing in the act shall repeal or mod 
ify the code relating to the taxation of 
saving banks nor"the act of 1892, relat- 
ing to tbe tax on distilled spirits.

Book accounts of merchants paying 
tax on average value of stock in trade 
and every person engaged in commercial 
business shall pay tax on tbe average 
value of his stock in trade. 

The exemption of homestead or build- 
ing areoci&tion shares was stricken out. 

The president of every corporation 
doing business in the State must furnish 
to the county commsssioners or Appeal 
Tax Court a statement of real estate 
owned, and the valaatior of this real es- 
tate is deducted from the total value of 
stock, as at present. The shares «stock 
sre to be valued for connty and munici- 
pal porposes to the owner in the county 
or city where he resides. The tax on 
shares owned by non-residents sball for 
county and municipal purposes be taxed 
where the corporation is suited, and the 
tax shall be collected from the corpora- 
tions, and may be cbarged by the corpo- 
ration to the stockhold:7. 

All steam railroads doing business in 
Maryland shall be subject to the tax on 
gross receipts. 

GROSS RECEIPTS TAX. 

A franchis+ tax is levied on the gross 
receipts or all steam railroads doing bus- 
iness in the state, as follows: Eight- 
tenths of 1 per cent. on the first $1,000 
per mile on gross earnings or on the to- 
tal earnings, if they are less than $1,000 
per mile, and 1} per cent. on sl! gross 
earnings above $1,000 per mile and up 
to $2,000 per mile. When the earning 
exceed $2,000 per mile 2 per cent. on all 
earnings above that snm. A State laz— 
as a franchise tax—of two per cent. is 
levied on the gross earnings of telegraph 
pr cable, express or transportation, tel- 
ephone, parlor car, sleeping car, safe da- 
posit, trast, guarantee and fidelity com- 
pany incorporated and doing business in 
the S:ate; one per cent. on gross receipts 
of oil pipe line companies, title insurance 
companies incorporated in the State; 
three quarters of one per cept. from the 
receipts of electric light companies; one 
and one-half per cent on electric con- 
struction and gas companies incorpora- 
ted in this State and every fertilizer 
company doing business in the State. 

Railroads and pipe lines, telegraph, 
express and other similar companies 
partly in the State shall pay in propor- 
tion to their trackage or businees in the 
State. All companies such as above 
enumerated except fertilizer companies 
are subject to the gross receipts tax. 

MORTGAGES. 

A tax of 8 per cent. upon the revenues 
of mortgages is imposed—one-fourth to 
go to the State and three-fourths to the 
county or city or to be payable where 
the mortgage is recorded. Provision is 
made for the manner of collecting this 
tax and penalites provided for its evas- 
ion, the mortgage itself being subject to 
sale for non-payment of taxes and all 
covenants by the mortgagor to pay the 
tax to be null and avoid. Where the 
mortgagor has to pay the tax on existing 
mortgages he is to get credit when he 
pays taxeson the mortgaged property. 
The mortgagee must make oath that he 
has not and will not require the mort- 
gagor to pay the tax. 

Clerks of the Circuit Court are to ren- 
der lists of all unrealized mortgages. 

SOME OF THE PENALTIES. 


Any person or officer of a corporation 
who shall refuse to answer or to be 
sworn shall be dec med guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and, upon conviction, subs<ct- 
ed to a fine of not less than $£/nor more 


Any officer of a corporation who shall 
refuse Lo return a schedule or make af- 
fidavit to it is subject toa fine of not less 
than $200 nor. more than $2,000. The 
jury before whom the case is tried shall 
ascertain the value of the property, and 
it shall be subject to double taxation. 

The county commissioners snd tbe Ap- 
peal Tax Court in Baltimore city are di- 
rected biennially to assess personal prop- 
erty by listing. 

Pains and penalties are also to apply 
to the biennial listing. 

This new assessment shall not be used 
for taxation in the year 1896. 

Bonds and stocks are valued upon the 
basis of $500 for s thousand dollars 6 per 
cent. bonds.

Meskrat Hunting. y 

A correspondent of the Baltimore 
American says: 

The valae of the businesss of catching 
muskrats to the people of Dorchester 
county bas never been properly estimat- 
ed. lis speaking within bounds to say 
that $25,000 is brought annoally to the 
people from this business. In Draw- 
bridge district alone it is stated that $700 
or$300 bas been realized this season. 
The skins have been, bringing during tbe 
past month twenty-two cents apiece, and 
buyers from New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore have recently been scour- 
ing the county, taking all they could find 
at thin price. Mr. Jesse B. Wall, of Best- 
pitch, sold 12,000 skins to a New York 
buyer at this figure. Mr. Thomas L. 
Hughes, of Drawbridge, killed 136 rates 
and two minks in orie day, which is the 
largest numl er reported this season for 
one day's work. The rat, after bring 
Bkinned; sells usually for three cents, and 
the meat is sold in the stores and huck- 
stered through the country. The bosi- 
ness is regulated bv law, tlie season fur 
catching extending from D enber 15 to 
April Il. The rats frequent the exte.sive 
marshes in the interior parts of the 
county, and s small steel trap is used in 
catching them, though on windy days, 
when the rates are in their houses, an 
instrument known asa "gig" ia ose! for 
killing them. The skins are ia constant 
demand, though the price fluctuates 
from season to season, bot when the 
price 1s fred a muskrat hide pasees us 
currency, and will be taken as readily us 
gold coin at the country steres in the 
muekrat section of Dorchester. 

The oyster eraping reason ended on 
the 15th. Over & ven hundred boats 
have been engaged in the industry thi« 
year in Dorchester, and the season has 
been a fali]y prosp.rons one. The 
tongers have a month-longer in which to 
work, but the season is practically over 
whon the ecrapersstop. Quite a number 
of the packing houses of cambridge have 
shut down.
